ssue to Be Floated 


JERUSALEM (NJP)—The U. 
IS. delegates to the Israel bond 
onference here were either 
touring Israel or en route home 
following a most successful con- 
ference in which they learned 
hat a new $300,000,000 bond 
issue will be floated in 1959. 


| THIS WILL be the third bond 
dssue'to be floated thus far, with 
a total of more than $340,000,- 
D00 in bonds having been sold 
wf the first two issues. 


' The delegates heard: 


® the general outlines of a new 
S-year plan ‘that would in- 
clude an atomic power station 
in the Negev, 


a secret briefing of Israel’s 
Security ‘problems, 


® a projected population increase 
in the next five years of 500,- 
000 and 


® completion of a tunnel bring- 
ing Jordan river water to the 

Negev. 

The bond workers, in a frank 
question and answer period, 
learned that $53,000,000 in bonds 
had been redeemed in Israel thus 
far with all but $7,000,000 going 
either for contributions, invest- 
Ments or tourist expenses. 


THE QUESTION as to wheth- 
er the redeemed bonds had been 
Paid for out of bond profits or 
income, brought the response 
that they had been paid as part 
of the regular business of the 
State, namely from thé budget. 

The delegates got to hear from 
More of Israel’s top officials 
than practically any other visit-

DR. JOSEPH J. « :nwartz, ex- 
ecutive vice-president of Israel 
bonds, told newspapers that the 
overall cost of selling the bonds, 
would not exceed 6 per. cent. 
This he said was an extremely 
low selling cost. 


Dr. Schwartz explained his 
position in opposition to using 
the Israel bond organization in 
the plan which would permit the 
exchange of Israel bonds for 
stocks in Israel companies.

Synagogue’s Anti-Intellectualism, ~ 
Supernaturalism Hit By Dr. Kaplan 


INDIANAPOLIS (NJP) — The 
practice of honoring disreputable 
leaders in the Jewish community 
was attaeked here by Rabbi 
Mordecai M. Kaplan, leader of 
the Reconstructionist movement 
when he noted that “wealth and 
power should not determine those 
to be honored.” 

In a speech given at the dedi- 
cation of the new Temple Beth- 
El Zedeck, Dr. Kaplan predicted 
that the synagogue will die if it 
doesn’t make religion under- 
standable. 

“Tradition must be transposed 
from the key of supernatural- 
ism to the key of naturalism” 
and “the anti-intellectualism of 
the ghettos must be eliminated,” 
if the synagogue will be success- 
ful in America, he asserted. 

The white-haired theologian 
said the synagogue must clean 
its house. The dishonest he as- 
serted must not be found on the 
rolls of our community regard- 
less of how large the gifts they 
make to appeals for funds. 

The statement that the Ameri- 
can synagogue is not performing 
its function because “few  per- 
sons know what to expect from

it’ was made by Dr. Kaplan. 
He told his audience that the 
“synagogue must be nothing less 
than an educational institution,” 
approximating the function of a 
university. 

He said the synagogue was ir- 
relevant and anachronistic and 
fails to respond to the demands3 
of Jewish life. He urged that the 
services be made understandahle, 
interesting and beautiful. 





Some Egyptian Jews 
To Get Compensation 
LONDON (NJP)—French citi- 
zens who are Jews and who 
were evicted from Egypt follow- 
ing the attempt to free the Suez 
canal from Egyptian domination 
will receive compensation under 
terms of the agreement signed 
recently by the two countries. 
Although the agreement does 
not specifically mention Jews, it 
states that among those to be 
compensated are French citizens 
who “for certain reasons . . 
will not be able to return to 
Egypt,” according to the Jewish 
Chronicle‘ here. .

chase of defensive arms. 

On his return here from a 
round of visits with British 
authorities, Minister of Defense 
Shimon Peres told the press that 
the trip had been satisfactory. 

Basic agreement on the sale 
of arms is believed to have been 
reached during the recent visit 
to London of Israel’s Foreign 
Minister Golda Meir. Israel was 
reported to have sought anti- 
submarine weapons, anti-tank 
rockets, heavy artillery and 
armored equipment.

NINETEEN-YEAR-OLD Yale 
Rosenberg, of. Houston, Tex., 
told the delegates to the organ- 
ization’s annual meeting that 
“we are being assimilated and 
don’t even realize the fact.” 

Rosenberg suggested that Jew- 
ish youth take the initiative in 
working with their parents to 
create-a program of Jewish edu- 
cation \to; emphasize “the flavor,

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Letter Raising Fuss 
In Israel Traced to 
San Francisco Body 


By LEONARD LEADER 

LOS ANGELES (NJP) — Re- 
sponsible officials here have dis- 
associated themselves from a 
letter sent out by the West Coast 
American Zionist council which 
caused a furore in Israel. 

THE LETTER bearing the 
signature of Mrs. Car] Silver- 
hart, executive assistant of the 
Western States division of the 
AZC, urged that the “role of the 
Jewish communities be a very 
quiet one.” 

The American Zionist Council 
is the cultural arm of the united 
Zionist organizations of the U'S. 

“WE CANNOT STRESS too 
greatly the importance of re- 
fraining from making any pub- 
lic statements, sending ‘letters 
to the editor’ or speaking care- 
lessly in crowded areas. In 
other words, if we say nothing, 
we can’t possibly say the wrong 
thing,” the letter said. 

Israeli newspapers seemed to 
get copies of the letter while 
most Ameriean Jewish publica- 
tions were unaware of its exist- 
ence. 

THIS REPORTER tracked 
down the letter, but was thrown 
off the trail by the erroneous 
attribution of the letter by the 
Israeli press to the Western ZOA 
(Zionist Organization of Amer- 
ica) district. 

Before we could trace the 
letter to the AZC office in San 
Francisco, Rabbi Max Nussbaum, 
associate chairman of the ZOA 
executive committee, said the 
missive was “astonishing” and 
against the policy of the ZOA. 

WHEN HE was later told that 
the letter emanated from the 
AZC, of which he is honorary 
president, Rabbi Nussbaum dis- 
associateq himself from its cén- 





tents. He said angrily it was 
“completely out of harmony 
with the approach of the AZC” 
and that “no local group is auth- 
orized to issue such a letter.” 

Mrs, Ayola Reiss, who is pres- 
ident of the Los Angeles AZC, 
also was indignant in her dis 
approval. She called the letter 
unauthorized and said she did 
“not think that it would contain 
the national or Los Angeles 
policy of the AZC at any time.” 

DR. WALTER PLATZ, execu- 
tive director of the Western 
States region of the ZOA, termed 
the letter a fraud and a forgery. 
before he was advised by The 
POST anq OPINION that the 
letter was the work of the San 
Francisco office of the AZC. 

In Israel, Dr. H. Rosenblum, 
editor of Yediot Aharonot, ac- 
cused American Jewry of will- 
ingness to follow a policy of 
Sacrificing the Jews of Israel. 

“AT THE TIME of the late 
Dr. Stephen Wise,” he wrote. 
“American Jews were requested 
to keep silent in the face of the 
mass-murder of European Jews 
in order to avoid intervention in 
U. S. foreign policy. It now 
Seems that those who have sold 
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out their brethren in Europe, 
are at present ready to sacrifice 
the Jews of Israel if this is or 
‘would be the official policy of 
the U. S. government.” 
Reached by a POST and 
OPINION reporter in Israel, Dr. 
Emanuel Neumann, president of 
the ZOA, said he “had no idea” 
cf who circulated the letter. He 
said he could not be responsible 





for it.

Talmudic tractate—Baba Kama. 

THE STUDENTS’ edition is 
expected to increase consider- 
ably Talmud courses being 
taught in the adult institutes the 
world. over, but especially in the 
United States where adult edu- 
cation has mushroomed. Though 
issued in a lasting binding, the 
book will sell for the popular 
price of $4. 

Also being published by Son- 
cino this fall will be the com- 
plete works of the Minor Trac- 
tates (Mesehtot Ketanot). These 
include ethical treatsies like 
Avot d’Rabbi Nathan, Dereh 
Eretz (two parts) and Perek 
Hashalom, and also tractates on 
legal subjects like Sofrim and 
Sifrei Torah, Simhot, Kalla and 
Kalla Rabbati, Gerim, Kutim, 
Avadim, Tefillin, Tzitzit, and Me- 
zuza. 

THESE WORKS contain a his- 
torical and analytical introduc- 
tion as well as a full commen- 
tary. The translation of the 
Minor Tractates was edited by 
Rev. Dr. A. Cohen, editor of the 
Soncino Books of the Bible. 

Scheduled for publication in 
the early fall is “The Faith of 
Judaism” by Rabbi Dr, Isidore

Morris Eson, an Albany profes- 
sor who spent nine months in 
Israel, believes children there 
have a “wholesome _naivete” 
which American children lack.

HE BELIEVES the chief weak- 
ness of Israel’s education sys- 
tem is that it is designed to 


serve the brightest 25 per cent 
of high school-aged pupils. Con- 
sequently, many pupils quit at 
the age of 14, the compulsory 
minimum. 

Conversely, in the United 


States, Dr. Eson noted, gifted 
pupils often receive insufficient

WOMEN’S VIEWPOINT 





Do These Words of Praise Belong to Jewish Women? No 


By HELEN COHEN 

A rather gay and light-hearted 
tribute to the weaker sex re- 
cently came off the pen of edi- 
tor S. M. Selchen in his weekly 
“The Israelite Press” of Winni- 
peg, Canada. 


WORKING. UP to a _ novel 
ending on the subject of mixed 
seating in the 
Ss y na gogue, 
editor Selchen 


asks: “Who 
wears tne 
pants today? 


Naturally, the 
women. Men 
do not wear 
dresses, but 
they will yet, 
you will see! 





Helen 
What do you say — recently a 
woman even offered her seat in 
a crowded bus to the writer of 


these lines. How do you like 
the nerve of a woman!” 

He goes on to enumerate the 
many ways in which women 
have taken over the lead in the 
life of the Jewish community, 
starting with their superior per- 
formances in kindergarten. 
“From there through the Jew- 
ish schoo] the girls occupy first 
positions both in number and 
in distinguishing themselves in 
their studies . . . and at lec- 
tures and other affairs, the pub- 
lic is mostly feminine. In or- 
ganizations women often play a 
dominant role . . . the majority 
of activities around the syna- 
gogue are conducted by women. 
... And when you attend syna- 
gogue on a Saturday during a 
bar mitzva, who do you find oc- 
cupying most of the seats? ... 
In this way, the women are be- 
coming those persons on whose 
narrow. shoulders American 
Jewishness is borne.” 


HAVING conditioned the read- 
er with this preface (from which 
I quoted sketchily to you) Mr. 
Selchen recalls his youth. Of 
the 35 synagogues in the gity 
where he attended a yeshiva, 34 
of them were so arranged, he 
tells us, “that the women sat in 
a gallery fenceq off from the 
men’s section by a wall with 
openings through which you 
could hear the men praying but 
could not see them unless you 
placed you head inside the aper- 
ture. Only in one synagogue, 


sit in an open gallery from 
which they could see the men 
and vice versa. Pious Jews, that 
is the majority of the city, 
looked at it as rich men’s wan- 
tonness.” 

“Here in America,” he con- 
tinues, “the Reform and Con- 
servative elements have already 
abolished all curtains ... the 
Orthodox, however, are fighting 
desperately for the privilege of 
sitting separately. Yes, the 
Orthodox may yet win their 
fight but in an entirely different 
way. At first, the women will 
segregate them with a curtain 
and afterwards they will seat 
the men in open galleries, and 
in the end, they will build for 
the men galleries partitioned 
with a thick wall with openings 
from which the men will be 
able to see the women praying 
only by placing their heads in 
the apertures.” 


THAT WAS a mighty gener- 
ous gesture, editor Selchen, and 
on behalf of the women we ex- 
press our appreciation. Speaking 
in jest as you did, you still 
somehow showed the patent un 
fairness to the women of the 
older practice with its “aper- 
tures.” 

The only drawback to your 
suggestion is that we women 
don’t deserve much of the credit 
you would give us. Sure, we 
werk in organizations and in the 
various activities connected with 
the synagogue. But if the Jew- 
ish laymen have _ relinquished 
their leadership in the spiritual 
life of the community, I’m afraid 
they haven’t turned it over to 
the women. It has just gone 
begging. The Jewish women 
continue in their traditional role 
in Judaism ... practical, earthy, 
taking care of the many little 
details. If they attend bar 
mitzvas it’s (as I’ve said before) 
mostly out of loyalty to family 
or friends. They see to it that 
the cakes are baked for affairs, 
that the children get to Sunday 
school, that Hadassah _ raises 
its quota, that the sick and 
mourners are comforted. 


BUT SPIRITUAL leadership, 
no. Otherwise, the weekly serv- 
ices would not continue to he 
held for discouragingly small 
numbers of worshipers.

Rabbinical Council Sermons Higher in Calibre This Year 


MANUAL OF HOLIDAY AND 
SABBATH SERMONS, edited 
by P. H. Singer, $6.50 (Rab- 
binical Council Press). 

The Council continues to sup- 
ply rabbis of all groups with a 
remarkable wealth of ideas for 

a year of sernronizing, written 
by a most able 
corps of Amer- 
ican Orthodox 
rabbis. Pool, 
Jung, Racl- 
man, Chavel, 
Hollander. 
Sharfman, 
Adams, and 
other we'll 
known names, 

Burstein appear, 

Since the calibre of the dis- 
courses is more uniformiy high 
than in previous collections, none 
of the sermonizers need be speci- 
ally named from this volume. 

As previously, there are talks 
for special occasions and a com- 
mendable addendum of sermon- 
ettes for every Sidra. 

Perhaps the major theme is 
the citation from Israe] Saianter: 
“Tt is a far greater feat to live 
a; a Jew than die as a Jew.” 
But there are too many unedited 
phrases like Orentlicher’s “This 
has become a rat-race life of 
existence.” 

The format of the series re- 
mains undistinguished and the 
editing virtually undistinguish- 
able. Editors should be appointed 
for editorial ability, and not as 
an “honor.” The book is dedi- 
cated to Chief Rabbi Isaac Nis- 





sim; it contains his address at 
the dedication of Heihal Snelomo. 


MARGIN FOR TRIUMPH, by 
Joseph I. Singer, $5.50 (Bloch). 
“The Torah,” says Rabbi 

Singer, “is the margin for tri- 

umph, changing the minus of 

life into a plus.” 

On this premise he has based 
the impressive sermons gathered 
into his first book. 

They cover the holidays, spe- 
cial Sabbaths, and the portions 
of Genesis and Exodus. They 
combine piety and learning with 
excellently chosen quotations 
from Hebraic Literature and un- 
usually apt anecdotes, An addi- 
tion to Jewish homiletic writing 
that is valuable to fellow rabbis 
and laymen both, though marred 
by inadequate editing, in such 
matters as capitalizaticn and 
transliteration, “b’shvat” for 
“bi’shvat,” “Shevuous” for “Sha- 
vuos,” and. similar  sclecism. 
Still, enjoyable, informative, and 
inspiring reading. 


LIVING HEBREW, $9.95 (Crown 

Publishers). 

The most recent and quite 
possibly the best, of the admir- 
able Crown Living Language 
courses, is the modern Hebrew 
lessons — 40 of them on four 
two-sided, long-playing, high- 
fidelity records, spoken by na- 
tive Israelis — employing the 
methods so successfully devel- 
oped by the United States under 
martial impact.

NEW YORK (NJP)—Rumors 
of possible peace overtures by 
the Arabs have still elicited very

THE JEWISH Chronicle of 
London in a news story from 
Ottowa, Canada, reported Sidney 
Smith, Canadian Minister of FEx- 
ternal Affairs, as telling Parlia- 
ment on his return from the UN 
session that he had heard that 
the Arab states were prepared 
to discuss peace with Israel. 

The New York Times had a 
more specific version of the 
same theme. It reported from 
the United Nations that the 


United Arab Republic was ready 
to join the big powers and other 
Arab states and Israel in a de- 
claration pledging to observe the 
principles of non-aggression and 
non-intervention in the area. 


FROM ISRAEL, the corres- 
pondent of The POST and OPIN- 
ION reported that Golda Meir 
on her recent visit to Rome sug- 
gested that Italy be the media- 
tor for a meeting between Ben- 
Gurion and Nasser.

Here are eight enlightening 
discourses on the history of 
science, from the Egyptians to 
the Arabs, which portray the 
“modern” knowledge of the an- 
cients and medievalists, and the 
ability of Judaism at all times 
to remain in accord with every 
new advance in research and 
learning. Recommended for its 
novel subject matter and ap- 
proach to all Jewish preachers. 


STUDIES IN BIBLICAL AR- 
CHAEOLOGY, series by Andre 
Parrot, $2.75 each (Philosophi- 
cal Library). 


A most facile and felicitous 
means of learning what has been 
discovered about the Bible and 
Bible times is this series of 
monographs on archaeology. 


In small volumes each _ sub- 
ject is fully treated, with his- 
tory, discovery, illustrations, 
notes, chronology, and_ bibtio- 
graphy. The earliest titles, al. 
ready mentioned in this column, 
were “Discovering Buried 
Worlds,” and “The Floog and 
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Noah’s Ark” and “The Tower 
of Babel.” Now come “Nineveh 
and the Old Testament,” with 
full reference to Israel, Judah, 
and Assyria; “St. Paul’s Jour- 
neys in the Greek Orient,” writ- 
ten not by Parrot but by Henri 
Metzger, containing much mater- 
ial about the early Diaspora; 
“The Temple of Jerusalem,” tell- 
ing the fascinating story of all 
the temples; “Golgotha,’ which 
includes much Concerning the 
topography of Jerusalem; “Sa- 
maria,” recounting the history 
of the capital of the Northern 
Kingdom; and “Babylon and the 
Old Testament,” best illustrated 
of all, with its temples, palaces, 
and other noted structures. 
Though Prof. Parrot has the 
to-be-expected Christian orienta- 
tion, his books can be commend. 
ed to readers of all faiths, for 
unusual ‘interest ang readily im- 
bibed information. 
ABRAHAM BURSTEIN 
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‘ERSATZ’ RABBIS 


CHARLES ANGOFF had some challenging accusa- 
tions to make against the rabbinate (NJP, Aug. 22). : 

The noted Jewish author said that the demand for 
the reappraisal of the rabbinate ‘is mounting.” And added 
that the “returned intellectuals are offended' by the ersatz 
rabbis among their spiritual leaders.” 

WE HOPE THAT no rabbi will take it out on The 
POST and OPINION because we can’t believe that all 
rabbis are perfect. 

Not only the intellectuals are beginning to ask for 
a more strict moral code and more scholarship from the 
rabbis, though. The demand can be heard on all sides. 

BUT THERE is a caution to be made here. 

The rabbis can hardly escape their environment, and 
the Jewish environment in which the rabbi is enveloped 
today is hardly one of which anyone can be proud. 

It serves little purpose to list some of the activities 
of various rabbis. Their congregants are most to blame 
because they accept them with their pecadillos, which 
range from cardplaying to pinching the women and worse. 

THE GREATEST offense of any Jew is to be guilty 
of making a sweeping generalization. 

We must think of the thousands of consecrated rabbis 
who with tears in their hearts seek to make a dent in 
the low morality of our times, which Rabbi Ira Eisenstein 
took out after recently (NJP, Aug. 22). 

THEN OF COURSE, we must think in terms of our- 
selves. 

If we want more devoted rabbis then we must shun 
the evils of our society, and provide the moral climate 
which will lift the Jewish community back to the old 
plane it normally occupied as a group of citizenry whose 
standards were always higher than those of the general 
community. 


iS THIS REALLY DIVISIVE? 


Although the Ohio Valley Zionist Region voted only 
last week (NJP, Aug. 15, 22) in a fully-democratic pro- 
cedure, where each side had all the opportunity it wished 
to present its case, to oppose a third term for Dr. Emanuel 
Neumann, the charge is already being made that the action 
is divisive. 

THIS IS THE old claptrap of the party in power. 

If you oppose anything they seek to do, no matter 
how arbitrary, they accuse you of trying to impede prog- 
ress, of making trouble, of being against virtue or anything 
else that occurs to them in their attempt to shut up the 
opposition. 

DEMOCRACY differs from authoritarianism or dic- 
tatorship in that it calls for courage and the willingness 
to buck the dominant group. 

The ZOA has long been one of the most democratic 
groups within the Jewish community, and we hope that 
it never loses that attribute. 

NOW THE WAY to throw the accusation back at those 
who would change the constitutional provision against a 
third term in order to continue Dr. Neumann in office, is 
‘for a few other districts to follow the lead of the Ohio 
Valley Zionist District. 

Of one thing we are certain. No matter what the 
views are of the camp followers of Dr. Neumann, and re- 
gardless of what tactics they pursue, Dr. Neumann will 
not permit his name to be placed in nomination, if he 
believes that a sizeable segment of the ZOA membership 
feels that a third term, which can mean a sixth term, 
and a tenth term, is not in the best interests of the or- 
ganization. 


NEED THESE BIOGRAPHIES 


FROM SOUTH Africa we learn that Leo W. Schwarz, 
one of the most successful American Jewish authors, is 
writing a full-bodied biography of Prof. Harry Wolfson, 
the famous Harvard U. Jewish scholar. 

We have long held the view that this type of writing 
is sorely needed in the Jewish community. What Jews 
need today is more morale-building, although they need 
it less today than they did a few decades ago. 

BIOGRAPHIES of great American Jews would serve 
the end of imparting the feeling that Hebraic mortar played 
a great role in the building of the American community. 

We hope that Leo Schwarz’s book will meet with 
great success in the Jewish community and begin a trend 
which will find many similar volumes coming off the 
press in the next few years. 
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WHILE OVER in Israel they seek to find 
a solution to the specific designation of who is 
a Jew, in the U. S. we face a similar decision, 
but everyone makes his own rules. 

Would you consider Percy Straus Jr., who 
has changed his name (NJP, Aug. 29) to 
Selden, Jewish? We’re sure that he’d be 
classified as such under Orthodox law, which 
states that the child of a Jewish mother auto- 
matically is Jewish. 


WHAT ABOUT Hyman Rickover. 

He doesn’t deny his Jewishness. Yet when 
a POST and OPINION reporter sought to 
ask him questions about his Jewish affiliations 
and attitudes, he said this was a personal mat- 
ter which didn’t concern anyone else. 

Then what about Bernard Baruch? He’s 
held up as the greatest living American Jew. 
He’s of course proud of his progenitors, but 
his daughters were reared as Episcopalians. 


SO EVEN the Jewish press, which in one 
way or another must decide by whom it re- 
ports on, who is Jewish, is continually faced 
with questions which are the same as those 
Israel presently is seeking to answer. 

On thing is certain. 


THE STANDARD in the U. S. of who is a 
Jew is set, generally accepted, and no one 
questions it. 

Anyone who says he is Jewish is con- 
sidered a Jew. 


THEN THERE are the several Jewish in- 
tellectuais who, when the Who’s Who in 
World Jewry was being compiled, threatened 
to file suit if they were included. 

The rabbinate here, and we think this is 
true even of Reform, still uses the halahic or 
Orthodox criterion when it comes to a case 
of identifying who is Jewish for legal or 


marital purposes. In other words, Reform rab- 
bis too follow the rule that a child of a Jew- 
ish mother is automatically Jewish. 


WE’LL SOON BE getting back to a mini- 
mum size of 16 pages weekly, which will give 
us the opportunity of printing features which, 
during the summer, had to be dropped. 

These features are “With the Rabbis,” 
“The News Hopper” and “Names in the 
News.” 


WE THINK these columns rounded out 
The POST and OPINION, gave us an oppor- 
tunity to mention many people and activities 
which didn’t warrant separate news stories of 
their own. 

The editorial staff has concentrated some 
of its thoughts on the rabbi’s column. 


FOR ONE THING, there are the cantors, 
and the synagogue directors and the federa- 
tion and community directors, all of whom 
with a great deal of validity feel that their ac- 
tivities, promotions, etc., should also be re- 
ported in The POST and OPINION. 

There is one limit we intend to impose on 
the “With the Rabbis” column. We will print 
only special honors, new pulpits, etc., not so- 
ciety events. In the past we’ve noted when rab- 
bis were married, or their sons or daughters 
were married, or became bar or bat mitzva. 
Now we will report when a rabbi celebrates a 
significant anniversary in the pulpit, or is 
named to head some important body, etc. 


LATER ON WE may provide a column 
for news about the other categories of im- 
portant functionaries in the Jewish commun- 
ity, as we grow in pages and space therefore 
permits.

time I read the first portion of this week’s 
sidra. 
Here, too, is a simple, yet profound, con- 
fession of gratitude and piety: 
“I profess this day unto the Lord thy 
God, that I am come into the land which 
the Lord swore unto our fathers to give 
us ... A wandering Aramean was my 
father, and he went down into Egypt and 
sojourned there, few in number; and he 
became a nation, mighty and populous.” 
It is this abiding knowledge of our humble 
origins which, if it does not lead the modern 
Jew to piety, does lead him to charity. 


IN EVERY JEW, no matter how long he 
has been accustomed ‘to wealth, there is the 
hovering presence of the Aramean. Recently 
a very philanthropic Jew in a California com- 
munity. was called upon by the officers of 
the United Crusade campaign of his com- 
munity to explain to them by what devices 
the Jews were cajoled to give so much more 
liberally to every charity and especially to 
their own. 

He told of the tragic persecution of the 
Jew, the desperate need of the Jews abroad, 
the splendid organization of the Jewish chari- 
ties, etc., etc. But when he had listed all 
these apparent reasons, he still felt that he 
had not told the whole story. 


“IN THE PRIVACY of my heart,” he con- 
fessed, “I knew that the three generations of 
my family’s prosperity was as nothing to the 
many generations of poverty and wandering 
that had preceded them. I am not much of 
a temple-goer and I haven’t read too much 
of our history, but I have read enough and 
seen enough to know that those who are on 
top today may be at the bottom tomorrow. 
My giving, in a way, is a kind of enlightened 
self-insurance.” 

The Jew, it seems, never rises so high 
in affluence and power but that he does not 
hear the echo of the sojourner’s staff on the 
rocky road and the whisper of a mighty con- 
fession: “A wandering Aramean was my 
father.” Would that he might rise high enough 
to recognize also that Power to whom the 
Aramean brought the first fruits of his soul! 
Or shall we rather say: Dayenu—It is enough 
that he gives unto his fellow man.

cost of living here, we inquire 
about the fate of the recession 
in the United States. 

WITHIN recent weeks we en- 
tertained two American Jewish 
educators, on almost successive 
days. Each was in a talkative 
mood, in his own way. 

After supper we sat out on 
our porch watching the stars 
over Mt. Carmel, and sipping 
the cold drink prepared from Is- 
rael-made Elite instant coffee. 
The neighbor’s radio across the 
street blared loudly, but our vis- 
itors seemed used to that sort 


of thing. 
Both were intelligent men. 
Both were honest. Botn were 


highly competent in their pro- 
fession — yet when I compared 
their two, independent reports 
I was confused. 

This is what the first one said, 
in effect: 

“YOU’VE BEEN away from 
America for a long time; you 
would hardly recognize the Jew- 
ish community. A great change 
has been taking place. There is 





an active interest in 


religion,! find a man who derives such 


in education, in Hebrew, in al-! personal fulfillment in his work 


most every form of Jewish life 
and culture. Who ever said that 
American Jewry was assimilat- 
ing? Go to the synagogues and 
temples on Friday evenings and 
you'll find evidence of the con- 
trary. The centers teem with 
Jewish activities. Israel may to 
a large extent be responsible 
for the assertive Jewish pride, 
but it is not the whole answer. 
This generation of American 
Jews seems to have turned a 
corner. Those of us who are en- 
gaged in Jewish education have 
a great sense of gratification 
and a great feeling of achieve- 
ment. Of course, we are not 
providing the kind of intensive 
education which the perfectien- 
ists would want, but we are 
reaching more Jewish children 
than ever before. There is posi- 
tively a rejuvenation of Jewish 
life in America, and I believe 
that this trend will continue.” 

He glowed with pride and, sat- 
isfaction. It is encouraging to 





TWO NIGHTS later we en- 
tertained another Jewish educa- 
tor. We sat on the same porcn, 
and drank the same Israeli iced 
coffee. 

“How I envy you, living here 
in Israel,” he began. “You live 


,a Jewish life among Jews. And 


I? How can I tell you what a 
frustrating and bitter and dis- 
illusioning job it is to be a Jew- 
ish educator in America. The 
school which I head is supposed 
to be syccessful — its enrol)- 
ment has risen from year to 
year, keeping pace with in- 
creased budgets and constantly 
requiring more classrooms. But 
whom are we fooling? The chil- 
dren learn nothing. We gn 
through all the motions of e/- 
ucation for decency’s sake, but 
it is almost useless to fight 
against the two biggest enemies 
of Jewish education in America 
today. : 

“ONE IS the enviroment. It 
is too big and too powerful for 





us. It is everwhelmingly, domi- 
nantly Christian, and everything 
which American Jews do is col- 
ored, consciously or  uncon- 
sciously. 

“And the second obstacle is 
the parents. They don’t want 
their children to devglop in- 
hibitions as Jews. It is the 
socially correct thing to do, to 
send the kids to Sunday school, 
but God forbid that we teach 
them to be better Jews than 
their parents. That way we only 
introduce psychological conflicts 
into the: family. 

“There is no real interest in 
Jewish life or affairs. I feel 
that I am on a treadmill, getting 
nowhere, despite al] the motion 
and the statistics and the publie- 
ity.” 

Both men were reporting on 
essentially the same _ situation, 
yet how different their reports, 
We have heard these conflicting 
versions many times, and we 
are confused. What is the truth— 
or is this one of those cases 
where both are Correct? 





DECISION TO CLOSE ‘USO’ 
SHOULD BE MADE LOCALLY

I do not know whether the 
need for the USO facilities at 1 
E. 65th St. in New York City. 
are as great as Charlotte Lasko 
states in her letter which ap- 
peared in your Aug. 15 edition.

At that time, April, 1955, I 
was executive secretary of the 
Stephen Wise Free Synagogue, 
and I am proud to say that its 
executive council and board of

Explains Why L.A.’s Schools 
Have to Open on Rosh Hashana 


@ Editor, Jewish POST and OPINION: 

Just a correction of your item 
regarding the conflict of school 
opening in Los Angeles with 
Rosh Hashana. It will not be 
next year but in 1961 that the 
Jewish community will face this 
problem once again. 


May I explain too my reasons 
for stating that we had no alter- 
native this year. 


1. When the superintendent of 
schools became aware of the

sion Day.” Strong objections 
against this change were made 
by teachers’ groups and a num- 
ber of PTA officials. 

2. The California state law re- 
quires that the school year begin 
on a Monday and end on a Fri- 
day. Had the opening of school 
been postponed to Wednesday, 
Sept. 17, it would have meant 
that the entire school system 
would have been given a paid 
two-day holiday before the first 
class sessions.
